Q: My kitchen drain is clogging up at least twke a year and usuaDy at an 
inopportune time. What can I do to prevent Uwse back-ups?

A: As mentioned in a previous column, I recommuid using 
your garbage can instead of your garbage disposal and 
othCTwise limiting the amount of grease, food waste or oth« 
solids going down your drain. You may want to have your 
kitchen drain jet washed, also know as hydrojetting. This 
process involves scrubbing the drain line clean using high 
pressure wato* . Since cleaning greasy drains with a standard 
“snaking” procedure only makes a small path through the 
greasy build-up, drains tend to clog up again soon afterwards. 
Thorough hydrojetting can re-open a pipe to near new condition

McGilUcuddy Is Coordinator At The Vine Historic City

Wc are Wistarical 
again in Sierra Madre! 
For another year nature's 
magic has brought our 
world famous vine into 
blooming loveliness. 
Than means our many 
wonderful volunteers are 
getting into gear for the 
big festival this Sunday. 

High on the list of key 
people is Shirley McGilli- 
cuddy. She coordinates 
activity at the vine for fes¬ 
tival day and is chairman 
of 60 docents who work 
that day, a yomen task. 
Over 5,000 people have 
been visiting the vine each 
year. McGilUcuddy is at 
the helm to see to the well¬ 
being and safety of these 
many visitors as they ar¬ 
rive and then browse 
through the vine property. 
She wants them to have a 
joyful, informative expe¬ 
rience. 

The docents are of both 
genders and all ages, orga¬ 
nized into three shifts to 
cover the time the vine is 


open to the public. All 
docents are needed. About 
half are members of Sier¬ 
ra Madre Civic Club who 
take this on as a major 
project each year. McGil- 
licuddy is on hand the en¬ 
tire day. She deftly han¬ 
dles problems that may 
arise, sees to anyone in 
need and ensures that all 
goes smoothly. 

Her organizational 
skills are evident in how 
she prepares the docents. 
A week before the festival 
she schedules a docent ori¬ 
entation at the vine. She 
presents each with a com¬ 
plete package of informa¬ 
tion. Visitors will ask 
questions about the vine’s 
history, how it grows, 
some about our town, etc. 
With their packets they can 
become a wealth of infor¬ 
mation to provide answers 
to these questions. 

In the 1980’s McGilli- 
cuddy was a member of 
Sierra Madre Beautifica¬ 
tion Committee. Back 
then they hosted a modest 


one-day vine viewing of 
perhaps 650 to 700 people. 
In 1989 Huell Howser 
came and filmed at the 
vine for his Videolog pro¬ 
gram. The power of the 
media then changed that 
modest attendance to thou¬ 
sands. The late Jan Mad¬ 
dox inspired a large annu¬ 
al event leading up to the 
vine’s 100th birthday in 
1994. That centennial 
covered two weekends 
with over 12,000 visiting 
the vine. 

What they say about 
asking a busy person to do 
something applies to 
McGilUcuddy. She was 
bom in Fargo, North Da¬ 
kota and has lived in Sier¬ 
ra Madre for almost 39 
years. In her true Jack 
Benny mentality she says 
she has been here as long 
as she has been alive. 

Her college major was 
Home Economics. She 
was in college food service 
then in promotion and 
marketing for the gas com¬ 
pany. She now conducts

his ranch foreman, “We 
should be able to grow 
trees faster.” The foreman 
had heard about Warner 
and headed for CalTech. 
Warner mixed up a batch 
of crystalline substance 
which he called Vitamin 
B1 plus; about 25 grams. 
He charged $172.00 (a lot 
back then in Mexican 
money). The foreman du¬ 
biously followed Warner’s 
ijis^l|||i^s to soak oUve 
tree cuttings in the sot^ 
tion, then plant. To the 
amazement of all, the cut¬ 
tings rooted quickly and 
heavily. They shot up like 
Jack’s beanstalk and bore 
fruit in a fraction of the 
time it would ordinarily 
take to establish an or¬ 
chard. 

When Warner came to 
our Wistaria he went to 
work. First he put the sick 
plant to sleep with a care¬ 
ful application of dry ice 
and ice water to the roots. 
The leaves yellowed and 
dropped. Two weeks lat¬ 
er Warner returned with 
his horticultural doctoring 
kit — a soil auger, an over¬ 
size hypodermic needle, 
droppers, bottlers and his 
vitamin crystalline sub¬ 
stance. He dissolved the 
crystals in water. Some 
were injected beneath the 
bark at several points and 
some poured into holes 
bored into the ground ev¬ 
ery few feet over the area 
that fed the roots.

Today the vine proper¬ 
ty is divided with two 
owners, the Feeneys on the 
upper portion and the 
Solts. They generously 
open their yards each year 
for the five to six thousand 
visitors who come through 
to view the world’s largest 
flowering plant. During 
the vine’s centennial over 
12,000 came through. All 
this with never a charge. 
Maria Feeney has said, 
“This is God’s gift and we 
must sham-k.” > . 

- Plant experts today dis¬ 
count the value of vitamin 
Bl. Also, injecting holes 
in the bark can prove dam¬ 
aging to the plant. Maybe 
Warner had more than he 
was telling about in his 
magic solutions. People 
are even quoted in the Post 
article who say that Bl is 
bunk. Warner does go on 
to warn people not to ex¬ 
pect too much from his 
plant medicines. So, I see 
that here we have a mys¬ 
tery. 

Experts from Occiden¬ 
tal and CalPoly have been 
brought to give advice 
about the vine. Bob Soft 
says that they have been 
cautioned about allowing 
water from sprinklers to hit 
the vine trunk. Deep wa¬ 
tering is good and pruning 
is essential. If not pruned 


this vigorous grower can 
choke itself. Greater 
growth is certainly evident 
after the vine is pruned. 
Wistaria also likes good 
drainage and this location 
is idal for that. Then too. 
Sierra Madre’s area of an 
alluvial plain has a high 
water table. 

This vine is Wistaria 
Sinensis, or the Chinese 
variety with its especially 
showy violet blue full 
length clusters. May our 
wonderftil Wistaria con¬ 
tinue to'thrive and in good 
health as it now begins its 
second century.

If it can be prov¬ 
en that they were in fact 
abandoned the Humane 
Society could file a case 
with the local police de¬ 
partment and a case can be 
brought to court. Substan¬ 
tial proof is needed, how- 



A Day of 
Rediscovery 

By James R. (Rusty) Pratley 

South of Oogaromtok Lake, on the Klamath National 
Forest, and west, across the Klamath River from the 
Irving Creek Ranch, near what is now road 13N13, my 
engineering crew and I, on reconnaissance for this road, 
came across a piece of ancient history, and later that 
same day, a piece of more recent history, two very di¬ 
verse impacts of man on the land. The year was 1956 
before any roads existed south of Dillon Mtn. 

Having marveled at the size of the bull frogs in the 
Idke, planted by early day miners as a'fodd source, we 
were intrigued by the rugged nature of man, who before 
the turn of the century, and for many centuries before, 
managed to live off the land. 

Our first rediscovery on that spectacular day, were 
two communal pits dug into a small flat of land. Both 
pits, in the form of perfect dixie cups with the small 
diameter below the ground surface, were sloped inward 
from the outer surface rim, ending in a rounded bottom 
about three feet in diameter, complete with a small fire 
ring of river stones. The larger pit was about six feet 
deep, obviously for adults and the smaller pit, about four 
feet deep, for children. The pits had been built as a ha¬ 
ven from the wind by either of the two Indian tribes that 
migrated up and down the Klamath River long before 
white men discovered the region. It was evidently a 
camping spot, close to the river of life and convenient, 
as remnants of an old trail connected the two. 

As far as we cold determine, and without benefit of 
any written history, we could only assume, that the pits 
were used for sleeping purposes by the Indians, who 
leaned against the perfectly sloped pit walls, feet to the 
fire ring. Not only were the people out of the wind by 
being below the ground surface, but they all benefited 
from the warmth of the fire and the communal body 
heat. The pit walls as we saw them, were as smooth on 
that day of rediscovery as they had been during the years 
of use over the past several centuries. We now under¬ 
stand, that these communal pits were located a days 
journey apart as the Indians followed the migrating 
salmon upriver to their spawning grounds. 

The second rediscovery on that amazing day, was the 
remnants of an old mining cabin that had all but col¬ 
lapsed. This cabin was somewhat south of the pits and 
it too, had been connected to the river by an old trail, 
much of which was quite evident. But perhaps the most 
startling find, was the existence of a small cemetery 
behind the remains of the cabin, enclosed by a corral 
type fence of Incense Cedar, about eight feet square, 
with beautifully carved comer posts, including a per¬ 
fectly rounded ball atop each post. It was obvious, that 
one of the two occupants had been there longer than the 
other, as only one of the graves had collapsed when the 
wooden coffin rotted away. 

My question on that amazing day and to this day, has 
been, “who buried the last survivor”? Obviously, a man 
and wife who lived their days in total isolation, for at 
that time, their nearest neighbor was probably ten to 
fifteen miles away over primitive trails. 

But, who buried the last survivor? However, in those 
days, neighbors, even ten or fifteen miles away, were 
much more concerned with each other out of necessi¬ 
ty, and considered it a badge of honor to help each oth¬ 
er in times of need, even if it too several days to reach 
anyone in need. Can you imagine people of today, who 
would even venture into such country, let alone scratch 
out a living under such harsh conditions? 


My feeling is that they 
were abandoned, if not by 
my former neighbors, by 
someone because I have 
not seen an ad or poster 
anywhere for these cats. 

Even if cats are indoor 
cats, they run away on oc¬ 
casion and need to have 
i.d. tags if people want 
them returned. 

If they don’t want them 
returned, they shouldn’t 
take on the responsibility 
in the first place. People 
continue to be too cavalier 
about the care of animals. 
It is, I feel, a refection of a 
bigger picture in our soci¬ 
ety of how we care for the 
“least” among us. 

I already have a cat and 
can only keep two accord¬ 
ing to my rental agree¬ 
ment. Perhaps I have only 
temporarily been feeding 
someone elses beloved 
pets. Let’s hope so. Oth¬ 
erwise, please help me find 
a home for these gorgeous 
animals.

tomey Charles Martin’s 
research into the issue re¬ 
veals that the “enclosed 
area” provision is intended 
to apply to private proper¬ 
ty, not public. 

Among the problems 
that Capoccia ennumerat- 
ed with the continued use 
of Dapper include: The 
presence of unleashed 
dogs discourages adoles¬ 
cents from playing base¬ 
ball outside of scheduled 
practices and games; Dogs 
have dug holes in the out¬ 
field, creating a safety haz¬ 
ard; Many dog owners do 
not pick up after their 
dogs; and more. 

“The League feels that 
having the dogs there is 
just not compatible with 
baseball,” said Keith, who 
adds that City staff and 
commissioners have been 
looking for an alternate 
site for a dog park, but to 
no avail, due to various 
reasons. As an example, 
the settling basins have 
been suggested, but the 
potential for contamina¬ 
tion, and the safety risk of 
a dog or owner falling in 
nixed that idea. Another 
suggestion has been Bailey 
Canyon, a proposal which 
had opposition from the 
Parks and Recreation 
Commission, dog owners 
(being too nature-ish, the 
dogs wouldn’t run; they 
just sniffed and looked 
around), and even the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Environmental 
Action Council. Thus far, 
the ideal location for the 
dog owners seems to be 
Dapper. “I’m open to sug¬

tively impact our existing 
open space use,” says Kei¬ 
th. 

The matter came before 
the Parks and Recreation 
Commission Monday 
night, when a large group 
of dog owners asked the 
Commission to issue a rec- 
commendation that would 
allow the dogs to share 
Dapper Field when not 
needed for baseball prac¬ 
tices and games. That idea 
had the support of Charles 
Miller, but the rest of the 
Parks and Recreation 
Commission would not 
reccommend changes to 
the ordinance. 

The Commission had 
the support of former 
Mayor MaryAnn 

MacGillivray, who said, 
‘These people think that 
they have rights because 
they’ve been using the 
park for some time, but in 
reality, they’re breaking 
the law.” 

“The thing that got me 
is, they just dismissed us 
immediately, even though 
we showed up in force,” 
said Steve D’Auria, 
spokesman for the dog 
owners. Ideally, D’Auria 
agrees, it would be great to 
find another place for a 
dog park. The reality, 
however, £q)pears to be dif¬ 
ferent. “We’re in the 
1990’s, and we’re over¬ 
crowded,” D’Auria says. 
“Make a schedule up, and 
let’s share the field. Isn’t 
that what we try to teach 


our kids?” 

D’Auria also had letters 
from over 60 users of Dap¬ 
per Field as a dog park, 
who use Da{^r to the tune 
of 21,000 man-hours (or 
dog-hours) annually. 
While Capoccia noted that 
there was a problem with 
people bringing in dogs 
from out of town, now that 
word has spread that Sier- 


D’Auria notes that only 10 
of the letter-writers were 
from outside of Sierra 
Madre, and six of those 10 
live within a two-block ra¬ 
dius. 

D’Auria believes that 
the use of Dapper for dog 
owners serves a large need 
in town, as evidenced by 
the dog owners who turned 
up en masse Monday 
night “It’s helped some of 


the seniors, who don’t 
have large yards for their 
dogs, or are unable to let 
them run,” he noted. He 
also believes that the vast 
majority of dog owners are 
very good about cleaning 
up after their dogs. While 


the group failed to get the 
support of a majority of dte 
Parks and Recreation 
Commission, they don’t 
intend to give up. 

“It looks like we’ll have 
to take it before the City 
Council,” he said.

in the 100 block of Cobum Avenue. The teenager con¬ 
fronted one resident in front of his home, challenging 
him to a fight The resident walked away from the youth, 
to call the police, at which time he wandered down to 
the Sierra Madre Recreation Center. 

At the Rec. Center, the youth was again reported as 
being belligerent and confrontational first around the 
pool area, then inside the Center itself, walking into the 
women’s restroom, and at one point slamming himself 
into a wall repeatedly. 

As Recreation Center staff called the police, the sub¬ 
ject went outside into the parking lot, yell at passing cars, 
and climbing up onto parked cars. At one point, he be¬ 
gan walking west on Sierra Madre Blvd., which is where 
Sergeant Steve Abemethy spotted him. At the sight of 
Sergeant Abemethy, the subject fled, with Abemethy 
giving pursuit until the subject tripped. 

“He didn’t know whether he was coming or going,” 
said Lieutenant Wayne Bailey of the Sierra Madre Po¬ 
lice Department 

As Sergeant Abemethy assisted the barely coherent 
youth in regaining his feet he contorted and again at¬ 
tempted to flee, sustaining a broken arm between the 
shoulder and the elbow in the process, Bailey reported. 
He was taken to Arcadia Methodist Hospital, treated, and 
released to his parents. 

A court date is pending, and the subject whose name 
was withheld because of his age, will face charges of 
resisting arrest and being under the influence of a nar¬ 
cotic, Bailey said. He is suspected to have only been in 
the Cobum area because of its proximity to the Recre¬ 
ation Center.

Sierra Madre Rotary

It started with a modest 
mini-grant request by a 
Sierra Madre Elementary 
School kindergarten par¬ 
ent.

How 
appropriate that Capt. Dor¬ 
othy Straaon, the first di¬ 
rector of the SPARS, is 
celebrating her 100th 
I ~ birthday. During World 
P ; War II SPARS were the

i. service for the U. S. Coast 
i: Guard. 

P Stratton chose the 
; SPARS name from the 
coast Guard motto — 
t Semper Paratus—Always 
Ready. To relieve men for 
active duty during the war 
^ over 400,000 women 
^ stepped in arid served in 
^ such branches as the 
WAVES, MARINES, 
AIR FORCE and WACS. 

' Of that number over 

■ 11,000 were SPARS. 
Stratton is the only living 

i director of these five 
. : World War II women’s 
' services. , j 

She was horn March 24, 
1899 in Brookfield, Mis¬ 
souri, daughter of a Baptist 
preacher. She went on to 
earn a Masters of Arts 
from the Uriiversity of 
Chicago and a Doctorate 
of Philosophy from Co¬ 
lumbia University. She 
would also be awarded 
several hononary degrees. 
She became a professor 
and Dean of Women at 
Purdue University at a 
_ time when the ration of 

- :men to women was 7:1. In 
spite of this, she was still 
:instrumental in bringing 
about many successes for 
women there, particularly 

■ in scientific studies. She 
]saw the building of three 
•new residence halls and an 
employment placement 
center for women. Enroll¬ 
ment of women increased 
from 600 to over 1,400. 

With oui country at 
war, Stratton left Purdue in 
June 1942 to serve. She 
. attended the U. S. Naval 
Training at Smith College 
in Massachusetts and was 
commissioned a lieutenant 
in the WAVES. At a point 
' when the Coast Guard had 

- not had time to set up their 
training facilities for wom¬ 
en, the Navy assisted. 12 

, WAVES from Smith vol¬ 
unteered to be SPAR offic¬ 
ers. Stratton was one of | 
them. With the formal or¬ 
ganization of the SPARS | 
by the president of the 
United States on Novem¬ 
ber 23, 1942, she was

several organizations. 

Jan Macauley, a SO year 
resident of Sierra Madre, 
now makes her home at 
Royal Oaks Manor in 
Bradbury. She was a lieu¬ 
tenant in the SPARS dur¬ 
ing the war, coding and 
decoding secret and confi¬ 
dential messages. Macau¬ 
ley remembers Stratton as 
a fabulous, well-liked 
leader, a great wit and ra¬ 
conteur and in spite of all 
her accomplishments — 
very modest. 

Macauley says there are 
about 70 former SPARS 
living in Southern Califor¬ 
nia today. They have a 
very active organization 
called ‘The Coast Guard 
Cutters”, publish a news¬ 
letter, do philanthropic 
work, and meet several 
times a year. Macauley 
and several of these 
SPARS were among the 
women veterans who trav¬ 
eled to Washington, D.C. 
for the dedication on Octo¬ 
ber 18,1997 of the Memo¬ 
rial for Women in Military 
Service at Arlington Na¬ 
tional Cemetery. 

Stratton now resides 
quietly in her old Purdue 
University town of West 
Lafayatte, Indiana. For the 
women who are serving in 
the Coast Guard and Coast 
Guard Reserve today she 
sends her best wishes. We, 
in turn, say “Happy 100th 
birthday Capt. Stratton!”

Previously we present¬ 
ed a very brief summary of 
the progress of the photo¬ 
voltaic (PV) industry in 
making electricity from 
sunlight efficiently and at 
lower cost than ever be¬ 
fore. The ‘‘Million Solar 
Roofs Initiative” is helping 
by installing 20,000 PV 
rooftop units on federal 
buildings by the year 2010. 
The Sacramento Utility 
District (SMUD) is a lead¬ 
er in supporting the growth 
of a photovoltaic industry, 
providing PV rooftop sys¬ 
tems to residential and 
commercial customers 
with help from the Dept of 
Energy and the California 
Energy Commission. A 
major goal is to sustain the 
growth of the PV industry, 
to stimulate technical im¬ 
provements and reduce 
costs. Other cities around 
the country, including 
Tucson, Los Angeles, and 
Compton also have PV 
projects in the works. 

A few SMEAC mem¬ 
bers and Bruce Inman. Si¬ 
erra Madre’s Director of 
Public Works, recently at¬ 
tended a Photovoltaic 
Workshop in Compton. 
We learned about financ¬ 
ing assistance and various 
products that are available.

particularly roofing shin¬ 
gles with PV modules built 
into them, and we saw 
some of these being in¬ 
stalled on new homes. 
Edison Technological So¬ 
lutions staff can meet with 
interested parties to dis¬ 
cuss what Edison has to 
offer, whether Sierra Ma- 
die could be part of a part¬ 
nership project, and what 
sorts of projects might be 
feasible. 

Meanwhile, in Sierra 
Madre there are lots of 
houses (and churches, and 
commercial and city build¬ 
ings) with roofs that slope 
to the south or west, not 
shaded by trees, on which 
mini-power plants (PV ar¬ 
rays) could be installed 
and contribute electricity 
to the building owne r and 
to the grid. Anyone de¬ 
signing new construction 


could orient the building to 
allow for PV shingles, 
building-integrated PV 
wall/facade surfaces, sky¬ 
lights or awnings as well 
as for passive solar ele¬ 
ments, and the same de¬ 
sign criteria should be used 
for city construction 
projects such as elder 
housing, a youth activity 
center, library expansion, 
etc. The City Building 
Dept, could encourage ar¬ 
chitects and contractors to 
include solar elements in 
remodeling and new con¬ 
struction. 

At the SMEAC table in 
Memorial Park on March 
21 (Wistaria Fete day) 
we’ll have more informa¬ 
tion about pollution-free 
PV (solar) energy and 
would be happy to share it 
with you and hear your 
view on the subject.

After Monsignor Cokus’ 
talk, children began to line 
up to make their first con¬ 
fessions. A wonderful pia¬ 
nist played soft and serene 
music, setting a prayerful 
stage for families and can¬ 
didates as they waited to 
make their first confes¬ 
sions. This also helped 
parents such as myself 
avoid chatting with other 
parents, and remain fo¬ 
cused on the ceremony. It 
did not stop me from look¬ 
ing around however. And 
as I did, I took in some 
wonderful scenes. Sitting 
to my right I noticed a 
grandmother saying a ro¬ 
sary. In one hand she held 
her rosary. In the other, 
she held her granddaugh¬ 
ter’s hand, reassuring her 
that everything would be 
fine. Two rows in front of 
me, a mother wiped her 
teary eyes. I wondered 
why she was crying. Then 
I glanced toward the back 
of the church and realized 
Monsignor Cokus was lis¬ 
tening to her son’s confes¬ 
sion. Seeing her teary- 
eyed made me realize what 
a special event this would 
be for my son as well. 
TTien I became teary-eyed, 
overcome with emotion. 
My son sat nervously be¬ 
side me. Prior to that day, 
he had had many questions 
and apprehensions about 
the Sacrament of Recon¬ 
ciliation. “What if the 
priest tells someone else 
my sins? What if he isn’t 
nice? What if I don’t say 
my prayers right?” he had 
asked. I had assured him 
that a priest was sworn to 
a sacred vow to never di¬ 
vulge anyone’s sins, that 
he would be thrown out of 
priesthood if he did, that 


Monsignor Cokus was 
very nice, and that every¬ 
thing would be fine. I had 
told him about how much 
better I felt making my 
confession last year after 
not having made it in 
twenty years - how it had 
helped me feel more at 
peace, and closer to God. 
As Monsignor Cokus de¬ 
scribed, it had been part of 
my homecoming to the 
Church. But still, my son 
remained anxious. Like a 
young horse getting used 
to being shoed for the first 
time, he fidgeted with his 
first pair of dress shoes^ I 


joined him in fidgeting, 
feeling slightly uncomfort¬ 
able in my lined dress 
slacks.

Monsignor Cokus, I wondered what he was saying. He 
looked so serious for such a little boy, pouring out his 
sins. As Monsignor Cokus gave him absolution, I saw 
a look of relief on his face. He then walked up to the 
altar to say his penance. As he knelt at the altar railing, 

I saw his head bow down with a reverence for God that 
I admired greatly. It also made me feel very proud see¬ 
ing him do something which can be difficult at any age 
(including my age -40). After he said his penance he 
walked toward his 2^ grade teacher, Barbara Griffin. 
With a gentle smile, she handed him a felt figure he had 
made with me at a parent/child workshop for the Sacra¬ 
ment of Reconciliation a few weeks before. He put the 
figure on a felt banner that had been placed on the altar. 
As he returned to his seat next to mine he smiled and said, 
“That wasn’t bad at all.” Certificates were then passed 
out by Monsignor Cokus to all those who had received 
their First Reconciliation. Hands were joined; last 
prayers were said, ending with a final blessing by Mon¬ 
signor Cokus. A wonderful reception followed in 
O’Malley Hall. 

A few hours later we were at home relaxing. My son 
was playing with his Legos.
